Just before passing the bill the sen- 
ate attached the $300,000,000 emer- 
gency relief measure which it passed 
two weeks ago, because house leaders 
have indicated they would not consid- 
er it as a separate bill. 

This would authorize the reconstruc- 
tion corporation to lend funds to 
states on the basis of population for 
prevention of suffering and want 
among the unemployed. 

The senate amended the measure to 
make one-third of the funds available 
for immediate distribution without 
waiting for action by state legisla- 
tures,

The salad is al- 
ways prettier if made in individual 
molds, but a square cake pan will do 
as well. Be sure to rinse whatever 
mold you use with cold water just be- 
fore adding the gelatin mix, because 
it will enable you to get the salad out 
of the mold much more easily. If the 
square pan be used, cut the portions 
in small squares or oblongs for indi- 
vidual service. Most commercial may- 
onnaise is improved by the addition 
of a little lemon juice and paprika. 
| Serve the saladi with mayonnaise, nice- 
ly seasoned. Do not overload the sal- 
ad with the dressing, just place a 
small dab of it-in the center of each 
portion, then place extra mayonnaise 
in a low bowl on the table. If your 
family prefers cooked dressing, use 
that. 

Other jellied salads easily made are 
fruit salad (using the cans of already 
mixed fruits), tuna fish and celery 
salad, shrimp and pineapple and celery 
salad, chicken salad with plenty of 
celery, tomato salad which is made by 
adding plain gelatin to a can of to- 
mato juice, or by using the tomato 
juice as you would water, and dis- 
solving the prepared gelatin dessert 
with one cup of the boiling tomato 
juice. This latter salad is improved 
by. immersing a small bag of mixed 
spices into the boiling tomato juice 
just before pouring it over the gela- 
tin.

Rubber 


To Burn. 


In this mad world of famine in 
the midst of plenty, in which pro- 
duction, has run away from consump- 
tion such grotesque things happen as 
the burning of wheat in Australia, the 
burning of coffee in Brazil, and 
catches of herring in Scotland being 
thown back into the sea. They have 
now, I hear, taken to trying to deal 
with the huge supplies of unsalable 
raw rubber by burning that, too, but 
in a rather more sensible and eco- 
nomic manner. 9 

In Mincing Lane, the rubber center, 
people are interested in a scheme to 
put rubber on the market as a substi- 
tute for firewood. Raw rubber, which 
reaches England in pale yellow sheets, 
is being cut up into little strips and 
sold to light the parlor fire. 

For this purpose it has many mer- 
its, which those only acquainted with 
the manufactured article would not 
suspect. Raw rubber burns, not with 
the appalling smell of a motor tire, 
but with a faint aromatic odor, and 
it is used just as firewood is used, 
while such is the state of the rubber 
market that it costs less. The ex- 
perts have been on to this, and they 
have discovered that rubber fuel has 
higher calorific value than any other 
kind of fuel.

The misgovernment of Liberia is 
so familiar to the rest of the world 
that any steps to end it will be wel- 
come.

Liberia, like other 
places, is hard up and would like a 
loan. Whoever makes her one— 
whether the league or an individual 
country—may well demand as a con- 
dition that she should first set her 


own house in order.

New York City Governstient 
Is Denounced by Seabury 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 23.—(#) 
A political despotism, controlled by 
litical organizations, Samuel Sea- 
ury said today has been the means 
by which “millions of ‘dollars have 
se wrung from the people of New 
ork.” 


Judge Seabury, who recently filed 
charges with Governor Franklin D. 
Roosevelt against Muyor James J. 
Walker after he had investigated the 
latter's administration, receiveu an 
honorary degree at the Harvard Uni- 
versity commencement exercises. 


“Municipal government in the United 
States, has long been recognized as 
the weakest spot in our system,” said 
“Under it we have popular 
government only in form. In fact, we 
have a political despotism, controlled 
by political organizations whose fixed 
purpose is to commercialize the proc- 
esses: of government.” 

“In this way, and by this means, 
millions of dollars have been wrung 
from the people of the city of New 
York. The ignorant, the poor and the 
helpless have been ruthlessly and re- 
morselessiy pre;ed upon, Even the 
processes of the inferior courts of jus- 
tice have been prostituted to the most 
sordid ends,” 

Referring to the findings of his in- 
vestigation in New York city, Seabury 
said: 

“The corruption in the New York 
city government has been clearly re- 
vealed . . . The question is, what is 
going to be done about it? I hope 
that the facts which have been dis- 
closed will result in constructive 
changes which will make the return 
of these conditions more difficult.” 

Governor Roosevelt has asked Mayor 
Walker to reply to the charges pre- 
ferred against him by Seabury which, 
if upheld, would cause his removal 
from office. 

Seabury compared conditions in 
New York city today with those of 
Florence during the rule of the Medici 
when “dazzled by glory of its art and 
literature, Le people allowed their 
politics to reach the lowest state. 

In his New York inquiry, Seabury 
said, he had been able only to con- 
centrate on relatively few matters. 
“If we had the time, the resources 
and the physical endurance,” be said, 
“the inquiry could go on for vears.” 


Saying that the need of the hour| 


is simple. I am decidedly of the opin- 
ion that the time has come when the

Community Cannery To Solve 
‘Depression’ Woes in Newton 


BY HENRY F. BRANHAM. 
COVINGTON, Ga., June 23.—For 
the first time in the history of New- 


ton county a community cannery has 
been established. Today the first 
canning was done. It is chiefly ow- 
ing to the tireless energy of County 
Agent T. L. McMullan, backed by 
the Covington Kiwanis Club, that this 
forward step was effected. 

The plant is located in Almon 
community and has a capacity of 
1,000 cans per day. The people of 
this community met one day and erect- 
ed the building and installed the ma- 
chinery. The plant was opened fo the 
public by J. H. Griffith, teacher of 
vocational agriculture of the Palmer- 
Stone High school, who will be in 
charge. e first man to patronize 
the plant was Rev. M. M. Maxwell, 
pastor of the Covington Methodist 
church, who came driving up with six 
bushelg of beans from his home gar- 


den, planted, cultivated and gathered 

y the minister himself, thus setting 
a good example to his people. 

This plant will be able to preserve 
all surplus vegetables, fruits and 
meats produced in this community, 
and will prove to be the salvation of 
many families. Arrangements have 
been perfected whereby any products 
not needed by the people may be dis- 
posed of on the commercial market. 
Mr. McMullan states that two other 
communities will have similar plants 
in a few days. 

Community work is not a new 
thing in Georgia. In the dark and 
hungry days of the late sixties and 
early seventies neighbors came _ to- 
gether to harvest and thresh wheat, to 
gather, grind and cook sorghum and 
sugar cane, to help each other make 
quilts and sew. If we can get enough 
of this neighborly kindness into our 
people we have settled to a great 
extent our food’ problems this winter. 


Community Garden Furnishes Idle 
With Employment in Cedartown 


CEDARTOWN, Ga., June 23.— 
‘According to comparative reports, 
the unemployment question is being 
handled here apparently much bet- 
ter than in most places, with all re- 
cipients of aid not being objects of 
charity but given work. this 
work is centered in the Red Cross, 
supplemented by donations of work 
and money by the city and individ- 
uals, with Frances Simmerville in 
charge.
